Continuation of 3. NOTE: Amended independent claims 52, 66 and 80 contain new lower range value for the flash vaporization 
component. The newly amended range value requires further search and further consideration. 


On page 9 of the Remarks section, applicant argues that, "Since Petri teaches the use of ingredients such as antimirobial actives 
of essential oils, polymeric thickeners and optional surfactants which do not vaporize quickly, it teaches away from flash-dry 
compositions." The examiner disagrees. On page 10, numbered lines 11-13, the Petri reference teaches that upon spraying the 
compositon onto a hard surface, no residues are left (equivalent to leaving an essentially dry surface having anti-microbial agent 
deposited upon). 

On page 9 of the Remarks section, applicant argues that, "the Petri provides no motivation for selecting a lower alcohol containing 
1 to 6 carbon atoms from a long list of suitable solvents listed in Petri." The examiner disagrees. On page 9 of the Petri reference a 
limited group of solvents is provided and an explicit teaching that ethanol is one of five compounds that are suitable to be included in the 
composition. 
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
